APPOINTED 


MILK INSPECTOR 


Dr. W. Albertson Hainei Selected by 


Council to Fill the Position 


Recently Created. 


"I. cannot speak from the standpoint 


of a man of family, but I truly be- 
lieve that this legislation and this 
proposed appointment of Dr. Hatues 
to the position of milk inspector is 
one of the most important and com- 
mendable actions of Council that, this 
body lias taken for a long time. 


' AVe are told on all sides by physi- 


cians that the purity and cleanliness 
of the milk supply is of the utmost 
importance in the preservation of in- 
funtile life—especially up to the age of 
two years. 


"The greatest mortality exists among 


children up to that age, and the great 
percentage of deaths is due to impure 
milk. 


"Now, your committee has given a 


great deal of thought and care to the 
preparation of the milk inspection or- 
dinance and in the recommendation of 
Ur.-Haines the committee feels that H 
is proposing an official who will ade- 
quately fill the position. He is a 
graduate of the veterinary department 
of the University of Pennsylvania 
and is in close touch with Dr. Leon- 
ard Pearson, the hend of the State 
Live Stock and Sanitary Board and 
principal of the University veterinary 
department. 
I feel sure lie will at- 


tend strictly to the duties of Uiu po- 
sition and the borough will receive 
good service at his liund." 
It was thus that Joseph H. Grumly 


spoke at the regular meeting of the 
Bristol Borough C'ounclJ on Monday 
evening, when the Sanitary commit- 
tee's report was read recommending 
Unit Dr. W. Albertson Haiiies be ap- 
pointed duiry and milk inspector in 
accordance witli the provisions of the 
ordinance adopted at the July meeting 
of Council. The committee also re- 
commended that Dr. Jiaines be paid 
¥100 salary for the six months re- 
maining of the borough fiscal year— 
lo March 1, 1009. 


Mr. Strauser moved that the ap- 


pointment lie confirmed. 
Mr. Rath- 


ke, while fully endorsing the recom- 
mendation, thought the State should 
pay the salary, or the milkmen and 
farmers. The appointment was con- 
firmed and upon motion of the alert 
Mr. Htrauser an appropriation of $100 
was made to pay the salary of the 
milk inspector, to be paid in two in- 
stalments of $oO each, ftt the end of 
three and six months.

Messrs. Anderson, l'"al]on, Kiteoyne, 
Murphy and Abram Wilson. 


The Street committee reported that 


during the month of July the routine 
business had been cared for; notices 
had been issued to property owners to 
repair curbs and gutters; repairs had 
been made to wharf property; sewers 
that had been broken by tlie storm 
hud been fixed and Mulberry street 
had been treated to a coat of Tnrvln its 
entire length.

other repairs made to the engine for 
less than 
I ho estimated cost of $400, 


the bill amounting to S8M.57. The 
report was received and filed. 


The Health, Sanitation and Poor 


committee made a report commending 
the appointment of JJr. W. Albertson 
HaJnes as milk inspector and be 
paid a salary of SluO for the remain- 
ing six months of tlie fiscal year. 


As rules and regulations will ne- 


cessarily have to be adopted for the 
government of the milk inspection de- 
partment tlie committee deemed it 
wise to make tlie appointment for six 
months and at the end of that time the 
inspector would have sufficient know- 
ledge of the duties and requirements 
of the position to draft suitable rules 
and regulations to govern the depart- 
ment. 


The appointment was confirmed as 


noted above. 


The matter of an ordinance regulat- 


ing the speed of locomotives passing 
through the borough which was re- 
ferred to the clerk at the last meeting 
to find the ordinance regulating speed 
of locomotives, was again called up 
and the clerk read the ordinance which 
was passed by Council on June 19, 
1373, 
and was signed by Charles E. 


Scott, Burgess. The ordinance limit- 
ed the speed of locomotives in the 
borough, to eight miles an .hour. Tlie 
penalty provldecd for violation of the 
ordinance is $50 for each offence, to 
be sued for and collected before a 
justice of the peace and paid over to 
the treasurer for the use of the bor- 
ough.

William Haitie Smith. 


Philadelphia Journal of Commerce. 


.In Hie passing of William Hastie 


Smith, who died ut his home in Corn- 
wells, Pa., on Thursday, July 30, 
the business world has lost a man of 
upright and sterling integrity. 


While not prominent in city affairs 


or clubs, he was widely known by 
young and old for his kindly, gener- 
ous and loving disposition. He was 
especially fond of children and young 
people, and they were devoted to 
him, and he was never so happy as 
when surrounded by them at his beau- 
tiful home in the country. 


Although seventy-seveu years of age 


when the end came, he wns most care- 
ful and particular about his personal 
appearance, and his white hat and 
soldierly bearing was a familiar sight 
on Chestnut and Market streets, as he 
passed on Ills way to and from Broad 
street station on his daily visits to the 
office of his son, William 
Hastie 


Smith, Jr., the broker on South Third 
street. He was a perfect type of- an 
English gentleman. 


Mr. Smith was born in Edinburgh, 


Scotland, and came to this Country 
In 18C1. He was for many years a 
prominent oil broker, having an ofllee 
at what is now 1-3 Walnut street. 
At 


that time he was broker for anciclose 
friend of the late William G. Marden, 
of the Atlantic Refinery Company, 
and transacted oil deals for John D. 
Rockefeller, 
now of Standard 
Oil 


fame. 


In 1873 he found a partnership with 


William W. Marls, and until 1890 they 
were prominent on Third street as 
stock brokers. He was also interested 
in the South Mountain Water Com- 
pany, formed by prominent Philadel- 
phians, backed by English capital, 
the object of which concern was to 
supply Philadelphia with pure water 
from the Water Gap. 
He was also in- 


terested in the formation of the B 
>nk- 


ers and Merchants Telegraph Com- 
pany, which was absorbed latei by 
the Western Union. 


Although not in business for himself 


since the Baring panic, Mr. Smith 
took an active interest in the business 
of his son on Third street, where he 
made his headquarters, and his coun- 
sel and assistance will be greatly 
missed by Mr. Smith, Jr. 


Mr. Smith died universally respect- 


ed and beloved by all who knew him. 
He was buried at Laurel Hill Ceme- 
tery on Sunday, August 2, and in his 
passing Philadelphia has lost a most 
useful and honorable citizen. 


Plain Talk About Children.

about race suicide and the training of 
children during adolescence, has been 
president of Clark University since 
1S.88. He was born in 184U, and gra- 
duated from Williams College in 1867. 
He was professor of psychology 
in 


John Hopkins and Harvard universi- 
ties for many years. 
He is the auth- 


or of numerous books and articles, 
one of the most important being his 
two-volume 
work, 
"Adolescence." 
In the introductory paragraph of his 
frank article, President Hall says: 
"The 1,600,000,000 people, more or less 
alive on the earth today are but a mere 
handful compared with the countless 
generations who are to proceed from 
their loins in the future. All poster- 
ity now slumbers iu.our bodies, as we 
did in those of our ancestors. 
They 


demand of us the supreme right and 
blessing not only of being born, but 
of being well born, and they will have 
only curses for us if they awaken into 
life handicapped by our errors. Their 
interest should dominate all our lives, 
and we should live for our children, 
for our duty of all duties IB'not only to 
keep the life torch burning, but to 
brighten it a little if possible as it 
passed along to our children's children. 
Indeed, from .the point of view of the 
new biological ethics, this is the chief 
end of man and woman, the highest 
test of their virtue. Every human 
institution, 
home, 
school, 
State, 


church and all the rest, exists primar- 
ily in order to bring chUdren and 
youth on 'an up to their highest pos- 
sible maturity of body an soul 
The 


value, not only of all institutions, 
but of art, science, literature, culture, 
and civilization itself, is ultimately 
measured and graded by how much 
they contribute to this end. "

Knight," "Emma T. Bartlett," and 
numerous other sailing vessels. 
After 


the wreck of the Bartletl, Captain 


iiiwrence gave up following the sea. 
Afterwards, for twelve years, he was 


connected with the Delaware River 
Transportation Company. 


Captain Lawrence was always of a 


kind and jovial disposition and made 
many 
friends. 
Of late years the 


younger generation enjoyed hearing 
him relate sea stories and his numer- 
ous experiences of his early life. 
He 


died at the Marine Hospital, Balti- 
more, whore he insisted ,on going for 
treatment, believing that eventually 
he would be restored to health.

The "treaty tree the original Ameri- 


can Hague, M here our fiist peace con 
glees was held with William Perm on 
the oue side and the Delaware chiefs 
on the other was a mighty elm that 
stood at Shackaniaxon on the banks of 
the Delawaie river 
Kensington one 


of the suburbs of Phi adelphla now 
surrounds the spot 


As was customary on such occasions 


the parties to the tieaty exchanged 
belts of wampum and the bolt said to 
to have been gh en Petin ou this occa 
slon Is now In the collection of the 
Pennsyhanla Historical society 
It 


consists ol eighteen stilngs of black 
nnd white beads and in the center nre 
two figures reptesentlng a European 
nnd an Indian -nlth hands joined in 
friendship 
In exchanging tokens with 


the chiefs Penn said 


"The friendship between you and 


rue I will not compare to a chain for 
that might lust or the falling tree 
might break

one man s body -n ere to be divided into 
two parts 
We are ail oue flesh and

When the Indians banded 


Penn the wampum belt of peac» they 
said

spite of Its immense distance the star

So great an apparent mo 


tion must indicate an enormous \ eloci-
